tion of a jurist who must try an issue 
within an issue. The position is com- 
mon; the issue is as unique as the 
trial of Nathan F. Leopold Jr. and 
Richard Loeb. 


Judge Caverly’s position is demon-

“I am going to hear the testimony 
and rule. on its competency before 
passing sentence. I may rule out 
some or all of it. But I have a right 
to hear it.

HE vacation camp idea for chil- 
dren has grown with great rapid- 

ity in recent years. Of these 
-camps there are many variv.ies. 
One such is the privately operated 
camp, the chief aim of which is educa~- 
tion. These camps cater to young ado- 
lescents of the well to do class. As a 
\Tule, in such camps al] childrea are 
‘given a thorough physica] examization, 
fo milk and water is made safe, and the 
children are occupied with long hikes and 
rides, and much swimming and beating. 
They are educated in wood craft, mature 
study, and the laws of life in the open. 
The military training camps are for 
the purpose of training boys in nuiitary 


|themselves. They are builders, not wrecxers. 
They strive for progress upon the stable basis; of 
improved public welfare, not for votes in protest 
‘against either real or imaginary hardships. 

The merchants, who are in intimate touch with 
‘both producers and consumers, assert that we are 
facing great prosperity, that the crop and price 
outlook make it certain that farmers in general 
will be in the market to supply needs long un- 
filled, that the upward trend of business is already 
clearly evident. Mr. Gary, with his long ard inti-

Movement of mail from Nashville, Tenn., to 
Chicago in two and one half hours instead of the 
customary fourteen hours is the accomplishment 
of the first experiment in aérial mail. service be- 
tween the two cities. That ought toinsure regular 
installation of the service with little argument 
and less delay. 

The success of airplane mail service in this 
country is assured. The present trans-coritinental 
aerial deliveries are proving that each day. There 
is no apparent reason why it should not be ex- 
tended. That Nashville watts it is indicated 
beyond question by the fact that this experiment 
was backed by the commercial club there. That 
Chicago wants it goes witlSut saying. There 
are untold advantages and profits, and only minor 
disadvantages in this system of transporting irm- 
portant mail. 

In ‘addition to the saving of time, and the con- 
sequent saving of money and stimulation of busi- 
ness through rapid aerial mail service, the system 
has the advantage of advancing the science of 
aviation generally, training and keeping flyers in 
practice for any emergency, and of promoting 
other phases of commercial aviation. 


Still there are persons who not only hesitate 
to indorse it but who stand in the way of the 
improvement in various ways, such as opposing 
necessary apprepriations, ete. The way to over- 
come such opposition is through the development 
of an intensified public opinion and demand. That 
is being accomplished gradually. When it is 
sufficiently advanced we will not only have aerial 
mail connections with Nashville, but with virtually 
every large city in the country. Then the general 
development of night flying, which will transfer 
mail from office to office between the close of buasi- 
ness one evening and the opening next morning 
will follow. It is an essential development.

RAILROADS NEED TO BE CAREFUL. 
{Milwaukee Journal. ] 

Word comes from Washington that the railroads 
are preparing to make a new effort to obtain still 
another general increase in rates. Refusal of the 
interstate commerce commission to order a reduc- 


tion in grain rates seems to have given encourage- 
ment to the increase idea. The commission, in ef- 
fect, based its refusal to grant a reduction on the 
furry in grain pits, which has sent prices of farm 


preducts up. With short crops, however, the farmer 
hasn't so much to sell, and besides he has several 
years of losses behind him to catch up with. 

Factory shippers, generally, seem favorable to 
giving the railroads about what they ask for. In 
New England recently, for instance, when the car- 
riers proposed substantial increases in shoe rates, 
only-one shoe manufacturer protested. Manufacturers 
are pleased with quick service and are willing to pay 
iwell for it. They have only to raise the prices of 
, their goods and let the seller make the explanation 
to the consumer. But when the farmer starts his 
products toward the consumer, the freight comes 
out of his own pocket. It is no use to argue that 
the Chicago price is the world price plus the freight, 
and that the farmer really doesn’t pay the freight. 
For when he gets his statement one of the items 
which comes out of the total sales price before the 
} farmer’s net profit is figured is “ freight.”

Most of the inhabitants of such 
camps are children, though “ Ot.jo’s 
Health ” thinks there is great advantage 
in having the mothers along or having 
them visit the camp séveral times. A 
ehiid learns rapidly how and what to 
eat and how to prepare it, but, says 
*“ Ohio’s Health,” “unless the motner is 
along, we have merely taught the child 
a language which is misunderstovud and 
unappreciated by the family.” 3 


The Ohio experience emphasized the 
need of correcting food aversions in chil- = 
dren. Of those who entered Ohio «amps 
last summer many had a fancied dislike 
for vegetables, a perverted taste for ex- 
cessive sweets, highly seasonec and 
fried foods, and an accentuated taste 
for a breaT and meat diet.

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DON’T PERSECUTE THE 
MOTORISTS. 

Chicago, July 28.—Assuming that the 
purpose of the current safety campaign 
is the elimination so far as possible of 
accidents, and not merely the chastise- 
ment of automobilists, I wish to sug- 
gest that, in my opinion, certain phases 
of the campaign are not operating to 
that end. 

It is not necessary, of course, to sug- 
gest that excessive speed is dangerous. 
Probably 99 per cent of the motorists of 
Chicago are opposed to excessive speed, 
and even without the threat of dire con- 
sequences could, through sane and tem- 
perate propaganda, readily be converted 
to the idea of moderation in driving, and 
in addition would unquestionably be 
willing to codperate in eVery possibie 
manner to induce others showing more 
reckless tendencies to fall in line. How- 
ever, when every accident, no matter 
what its cause may be, is charged to 
speed mania, and when the whole intent 
of the current campaign seems to be 
to persecute the motorist in every way 
possible and hold him up before the 
public as very closely approaching the 
criminal status of the gunman, then it 
Seems that instead of codperation the 
natural reaction would be resistance. 
To fllustrate this point I would refer 
you to one of your recent issues. You 
carried in this issue a full column story 
on page. 6, headed “ Three Boys Die 
Speed Victims.” The account of these 


*;} accidents shows that one of the victims 


died from injuries received when he fell 
from the automobile in whichhe was 
riding. In the secord case if'was proven 
by -witnesses that ‘the driver was pro- 
ceeding at a moderate rate of speed and 
struck .the boy only when he stepped 
from behind an ice wagon directly into 
the path of the car. The third victim 
was riding on a bicycle when struck by 
a motor truck. | 

In many parts of the city it is neces- 
sary for the children to have access to 
the streets to play.. In those sections 
certain of those streets might be cut off 
during certain hours, or. forceful signs 
and warnings be posted at frequent in- 
tervals. Extra patrols on those streets 
would have an immediate effect. For the 
most part, though, in the residence sec- 
tions, the use of the streets as a play- 
ground is not necessary, and an energetic 
educational campaign directed to the 
parents would undoubtedly operate to 
reduce the hazards. u 

I am writing this to specifically protest 
the heading used in the news item above 
referred to. It serves no purpose what- 
soever, and, in fact, tends to lessen the 
codperation you will get from the mo- 
torists. You characterize every accident 
aS a result of speed mania. I have 
been driving in Chicago for about .seven 
years, and I have, of course, seen some 
accidents and a number of near acci- 
dents. As a pedestrian getting ‘about 
the city a great deal, too, I have never 
even been threatened by an automobile, 
simply because I endeavor to use ordi- 
nary caution while crossing streets. 

In my mind the object is obviously 
good, but the procedure is wrong.

She may have her women’s 
clubs, modeled on masculine lines, but 
in her heart she knows tney are ridicu- 
lous organizations. Her desire is to 
be free and original.
